relationship, characterized in that 

redirecting calls an intelligent administration and control of call redirections 
is performed at each network operator provided for the mobile radio customer, saidi a 
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such a way that tho call redirections being performed ino f all involved networks, except for 
the network of the current location of the mobile radio customer, by always point pointing 
to the currently active identification and phone number of the mobile radio customer, 
whoroin tho call rodiroctions arc newly set -setting the call redirections 

location into a new one of the involved networks: afld 

automatically renewing this ronowod programming of the call redirection 
takes place automatically by tbe-means of appropriate intelligent technologies: 

using the number of the mobile radio customer that is specific to a 
destination network of the call as the phone number that is transmitted in the calling line 
identification presentation function, regardless of the current location of the mobile radio 
customer: and 

signahng the subscriber being called with the mobile phone number of the 
mobile customer that is specific for each given country or network .

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assigned subscriber profile is providod in tbe-a_home location register HLR [7;8] of the 
respective network operator.

automatically roprogrammod reprogramming the call redirections by means of intelligent 
functions. 
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
